Mothers often hesitate to put their 
small children into duinty white and 
light colored shoes because of the 
problem of keeping these shoes clean. 

Soft white shoes, If not too badly 
soiled, may be cleaned nicely with al- 
most nny white powder, 

If they are very dirty they may be 
cleaned in gasoline. 

The regular white shoe polish Is 
made with whiting and powder, made 
medium thick aud applied with a cloth. 

This may be used on white ennvns 
and white and colored buckskin shoes. 

Rub the shoes free from dry powder 
after they have dried. 

"Booties" made of chamois may be 
washed in ammonia water. 

Wash them in a suds with ammonia 
In It. rinse In more RBUMDla mid wipe 
them dry with a towel or cloth. Do 
not dry near artificial lieut.
